Narrow Escapes. 
Atlanta, Sept 25.—la a desperate 
battle at close range between Bicycle 
Officers T. C. Smith and O. A. Mad­ 
dox and Policeman Canon and two 
dangerous negroes 
barricaded in a 
house near the corner of McGruder 
and Randolph streets 
at 6 o’clock 
Tuesday morning the 
two negroes 
were killed and the police officers had 
narrow escapes from death. 
During 
the fight the officers were exposed to 
the open view of their assailants and 
the bullets passed over the heads of 
the policemen, who were unable L O 
find shelter on account of being in 
I the thickest part of the negro settle­ 
ment. 


Atlanta, Sept 25.—In a fight at 
South Atlanta, three miles from the 
city’s center, Monday night, and In

James L. Heard was killed and four 
others wounded. Negroes killed were 
reported up to midnight Monday to 
range from six to fifteen 
County Policeman Heard, with ten 
other officers and ten citizens, sworn 
in as deputies, learning that negroes 
were gathering, wen? to disperse them.

NEARLY FIVE HUNDRED AT COLLEGE 


Need of the Trolly Line Again keenly 
Felt— More Room Needed, 
The Eagle learns that up to last 
night there were nearly five hundred 
boys at College, aud it is manifest 
that the number will be fullv that 
large wheu all the old boys get in. 
Of those on the grounds about 260 
new boys have matriculated. The 
matriculation of the old boys will 
begin this morning. The problem 
of room for all the students who 
might otherwise be accepted is again 
confronting the authorities of tile in­ 
stitution, and the need of the trolly 
line is keeuly felt. 
Let us hope this 
is the Jastyear when this need will 
remain uusupplled. President H ar­ 
rington gave out the following state­ 
ment to the State papers last night: 
College Station, Texas, Sept. 26.-r 
At tile close of tile second day of tile 
term the A. A M. College finds it­ 
self almost completely overrun with 
students, new and old. 
With com­ 
fortable accommodations iu the bar­ 
racks for about 875, there are now 
more than 450 witti almost IOO old 
students still to come, and some 
twenty-five new ones have sent in 
their applications for admission that 
have not yet arrived. For a mouth 
President Harrington has discour­ 
aged all applicants, Riving them no 
assurance that they would be able 
to get a place in the ichool. The 
faculty is greatly puzzled to know 
what to do with the overflow. One 
plan suggested Is the purchase of 
good army tents to be used until the 
pressure is relieved. Another is the 
erection 
of 
temporary barracks. 
President Harrington desires it to 
be distinctly understood 
that no 
more new students will be received 
however well they may be prepared.
